C o ilin n r d from C a ir o a r 
$250,000 when he retires— thanks to the 
allowance which was pressured out of 
which, incidentally, makes him one of the richest men in 
the nation, measured by net income. 
One might, if he wished, go into the fact that there 
are many more urgent and higher-level reasons that could 
be presented to prove it would be wise for President T ru­ 
man to retire — such reasons as the fact that the New Deal 
has been in power as long as it is safe, under prinicples 
of free government, for any radical party to remain in 
power; the fact that the Democratic Party is split high, 
wide and handsome, and will be destroyed forever unless 
it is given a chance to recover from its recent strains; the 
fact that constitutional government in th is country can 
stand but little more of the destructive deadlock between 
a Congress that is supposed to have the final power over 
laws and taxes, and a President who will not cooperate 
W ith that Congress. 
Undoubtedly, the news that the President (like the! 
Republicans in 1946) has "had enough" and plans to step! 
aside next year, came as delightful tidings to many groups 
in American life. The Southern Democrats, the Republi­ 
cans, all the "outsiders-looking-in." could not fail to have 
as their first reaction the thought that their own problems 
Would be infinitely simpler if Mr. Trum an makes good on 
this threat. 
But those in political Hie who h aw their feet on the 
ground will take this elaborate and circumstantial rumor 
with quite a few grains of salt. 
From their point of view, it is simply too good to be' 
true. 
Moreover, they can’t accept it at its face value for 
quite another reason — because it so easily could be a 
political maneuver and trap. 
The "I want to be coaxed" pose of ambitious men is 
old stuff in politics. It s like the scholar’s checkmate in 
chess, the "statue of Liberty" in football. It’s sucker bait. 
It has been used a thousand times, under all varieties ol 
circumstances. 
lf you analyze the present situation coldbloodedly, 
you can hardly fail to come to the following question as 
basic in deciding whether to take the rumor seriously: Is 
it more likely that President Truman, with every good 
reason to keep his true intentions a secret until the last 
minute, let this cat out of the bag accidentally; or is it 
more likely that he is setting the same old trap for those 
who oppose him in his own and the Republican Party? 
lf the President really intends to retire, the most dis­ 
astrous thing which could happen would be for the news 
to get out prematurely — which is what has happened, ii 
these rumors are true. The news, if believed, will lie the 
signal for the most destructive battle yet seen in Demo­ 
cratic ranks — a free-for-all among the various factions 
for the right to the succession. 
But if the rumor is just a "plant," and if the Presi­ 
dent really expects to go after the Democratic nomination 
next year, then these stories fit his purpose perfectly. They 
' will tend to make the Republicans over confident; and in 
the Democratic party, they will smoke out whatever un­ 
dercurrent of opposition exists. 
Put it this way: lf the rumor is true, itjj verification 
by the President (which the U. S. News apparently is 
convinced has happened) was a tactical blunder and » 
catastrophe of the first magnitude, for both the President 
and his party; but if the report is false, then it is a clever 
though hackneyed trick which cannot fail to strengthen 
the President’s hand as party leader. 
And don't lose sight of the fact that there are large 
and powerful factions which, in the last analysis, will have 
to back Mr. Trum an for re-election or face possible ruin. 
These include our two-million Federal payroll, the military 
circle, the labor bosses and the "internationalists." 
They also include tbutt large and noisy groups of 
radicals, the light pinks and the deep-dyed reds and the 
gullible in-between, who have been shielded in their ac­ 
tivities since the end of the war by President I rom an. and 
who will face no one knows what fate if someone else 
comes to power in Washington.
